If you are going to lose weight

discover what causes the trouble. 
For instance, there is one form 
of fat which is thought by the 
medical profession to be caused by 
some endocrine defect. As a result 
of under-secretion of the thyroid 
or the posterior pituitary. gland the 
carbohydrates and fats eaten can- 
not be properly oxidised. In this: 
case the fat tends to accumulate 
around the abdomen and hips. 


A doctor is the person to deal 
with this typé of fat, and he will 
probably prescribe thyroid. extract,

takes thyroid extract, or any other 
medicine uséd by the medical pro- 
fession for this type of obesity, is 
asking for trouble. The doctor will

' Fat may be hereditary, and this 
is difficult to déal with, though it 
seldom causes serious constitutional 
trouble. 


The ordinary and usual kind of 
superfluous fat is the résult of too 
much food or the wrong kind of 
food, ‘too little exercisé arid’ not: 

Women, as a rule, 
are not inclined to take too much 
food at each meal, but they may

nomic conditions in'the past'year in the House 
of Commons and made references both to the 
Anglo-American trade negotiations and the 
position of the cotton industry. 


- Mr. Oliver Stanley said «that 
1937, apart from the weaknesses’ 
which developed towards the close 
of the year, had been an extremely 
prosperous year for British trade. 

There had been hardly a section 
of British industry which had not 
been able to increase its produc- 
tion and its profits and where 
wages had not tended to rise. In 
the first four méhths of 1988, how- 
ever, there had been a certain 
slackening in the increase of pro- 
duction. 

The Minister cited the figures of 
employment, railway receipts, 
postal receipts and of retail sales 
in illustration of his statement. 

Industrial production last year 
had been nearly 7% greater than 
in 1936, following increases of 
944% and just over 7% in the two 
preceding years. Speaking of the 
slowing down in the rate of in- 
crease of production, Mr. Stanley 
said that people were naturally 
seeking a reason for it. 


FALL IN PRICES 

Anyone who had studied the 
question knew the main reason was 
the fall in commodity prices due in 
the first instance to the war in the 
Far East which was having a much 
greater effect upon commodity 
‘prices and world trade than was 
fully realised. The second cause 
was the influence:of the depression’ 
in the United States. 

With a population of 120,000,000 
people with a standard. of living 
higher than anywhere else in the 
world, the loss of buying power in 
the United States had a most de- 
cisive effect upon commodity. 
prices. ; 

Whereas in 1937, the United 
States were buying from abroad 
commodities and raw materials at 

the rate of 81,000,000 dollars 
-.-monthly, -the -average—rate-for-the 
first two months of this year was 
only 49,000,000 dollars. 
U.S. RECOVERY 

American, recovery, when it came, 
would be the greatest contribution 
which could be made to the re- 
covery of commodity prices and in- 
dustrial improvement in the 
United Kingdom.
